900 Acres Cultivated 


At Boreham Hall they found a fine old 
Elizabethan mansion, which is used as the 
headquarters of the Fordson estate, which 
includes three farms totalling over 900 acres. 
These farms, worked by co-operative 
societies, have actually realised a substantia! 
profit in their first year. The workers oí 
co-operators lease the land from Fordson 
Estates; Ltd., through their own co-operative 
societies. The leases are for a period ol 
9,999 years, the rental being based on 4 per 
cent. of the cost and improvement value of 
the land. The capital required for the pur- 
chase of tools and implements, and the initial 
cost of seeds and manures, is lent by the 
company, to be repaid over a period of 
years, with interest at 4 per: cent. 
" To all intents and purposes, the workers 
are their own masters, but they earn wages 
which are 25 per cent. more than the mint. 
mum laid down by the Agricultural Wages 
Board. The profits, after providing for de- 
preciation, interest and repayment of loans, 
etc., are shared in proportion to the wages 
earned during the year.

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this scheme is devoted to market gardening, 
and the success which has citanded it sug- 
gests the possibility of a similar plan being 
adopted in the Free State. Of course, it 
is somewhat opposed to the present Govern 
ment’s idea of extending small holdings, but 
it would. ensure the rapid development 
of an industry that has been too long 
neglected. Where new houses with gardens 
are being built some of the residents attempt 
to grow a few vegetables, flowers, and even 
fruit, but unless they are content to devote 
inost of their spare time to this interesting 
hobby the results are often disappointing. 
Hence the need for properly organ‘¢ed market 
gardens. 

At Boreham Hal!, Essex, the soil appears 
to be eminently suitable for soya beans, as 
the crop of these recently grown was declared 
by a Japanese visitor as the best in the 
world. If these beans could be grown an 
sufficient quantity on the Fordson Estate. 
the company would be in a position to pro- 
vide a lot of the raw material used for mak 
ing Ford cars. Amongst the parts derived 
from soya beans are motor car doors and 
steering wheels. The experiment in growinc 
soya beans at Boreham proves that they de 
‘est on somewhat poor bail on good land 
they do not give satisfactory results. Inci 
dentally, being rich in nitrogen, they enrich 
the soil if ploughed in as green manure. Sova 
beans are also, of course, of great value in 
connection with stock feeding, but unless the 
plant ‘can be acclimatised it would be a waste 
of time and energy to grow it in this country. 
There are plenty of other farm and garden 
crops that need more urgent attention. 


Mechanised Farming 


On the 900 acres at Boreham Hall and other 
farms the use of Fordson tractors § anc 
mechanisation is an outstanding feature. 
Henry Ford bought what is now know® as the 
Fordson Estates in 1931. It was then occupied 
by seven farms, and these were run for the 
first eighteen months at a loss. 

Sir Percival Perry, K.B.E., then asked Mr 
Ford about the whole proposition, and 
Mr. Ford replied—‘‘ Grow something useful.” 
Three co-operative societies were formed in

period from Ist February to 31st December, 
1954. For this period the divisible profits, 
after making provision for interest on capital 
and loans, setting up a reserve fund for the 
redemption of loans, depreciation of imple- 
ments and tools, etc., amounted to £1,855. 

This result was only obtained after Mr 
George Jones, a shrewd Worcestershire 
farmer, had been appointed as general 
manager over the whole scheme. The land 
and buildings had previously been used for 
dairy and mixed farming, and a great extent 
of it was neglected. lt was. therefore, not 
easy to adapt it to successful market gar. 
dening. 


Method of Financing 


The money for the land and equipment, as 
stated, has been provided by Mr. Henry 
Ford. The net profits go to the co-operative 
workers under the regulations of the Friendly 
Societies Act.. A qualified worker must 
work two hundred days in the year, and 
have an interest of £1, but in this case the 
were only asked to pay ls. of the ented 
After two bundred days’ service, a worker 
becomes a full member, and is then entitled 
to a share of the profits at the end of the 
vear according to the wages earned, The 
largest profit paid out so far is £150 in one 
year, 

The crops grown included peas, beans, 
strawberries, cauliflowers, marrows, lettuce, 
beet, cabbage, loganberries, raspberries, 
Brussels sprouts, wheat, tomatoes and soya 
beans. Thousands of fruit trees, both hard 
and soft, have been planted on that part of 
the estate which is considered suitable for 
fruit-growing. Watercress beds, which are 
nearing production, have also been laid down. 
As soon as Fordson Estates are satisfied that 
these are likely to show profitable returns, 
these, too, will be formed into co-operative 
societies. 


Employment Increased 


It will probably be eontended that such a 
scheme would reduce the number of people 
on the land, but this has not happened on 
the co-operative farm at Boreham Hall.

Under the previous tenant, it seems that 
seven horses, six men and a boy were em- 
ployed on a mixed farm, and about £600 a 
year was paid in wages. Under the present 
management there are employed one horse, 
three tractors and fourteen workers, whose 
wages, including bonuses, totalled £35,000. 
In addition, casual wages amountmg to 
£1,423 were paid for picking and other work 
during the busy parts of the year. 

If the three co-operative groups be taken 
together, it would seem that, while the 
number of men in permanent employment 
was more than doubled, wages, including 
casual wages and bonuses, were more than 
quadrupled.

the scheme to his Irish visitors, 
Perry said that for any such 
scheme to succeed the settlers should be 
established in groups, and each group of 
several groups daid have a joint agency for 
buying and selling. Fordson Estates, at 
their central office, attached to Boreham Hall, 
he said, maintain a buying and selling 
organisation under the supervision of the 
manager. In this manner buying is done 
in bulk, Each group, therefore, receives the 
benefit of cheap buying, and each group 
makes a contribution to the central office, in 
direct relation to the value and amount of 
its purchases. Similarly with selling. This 
also is carried out for all the groups by the 
manager, who sells in the best markets, co- 
ordinates the amount of produce for sale, and 
selects for each group the special produce 
for which there is, at that time, a particu- 
lar demand in the market. Each society is 
debited with a sales commission proportionate 
to the amount of produce sold, Linked up 
with the operations of buying and selling is 
the question of transport, and this also is 
conducted from the centre, in a most econo- 
mical manner. It may be that one farm 
can supply only half a load of a certain kind 
of vegetable, and this would not be an 
economical load to send to market. Proper 
management ensures that a full load is ob- 
tained by filling up with produce’ from 
another farm, and, in this manner, transport 
helps to pay for itself. 

The Manager's duty is to supervise and co- 
ordinate the work of all the societies. He 
decides, in consultation with his foreman, 
what. shall be grown, the amount of labour 
to employ, ine the kind of worker most 
suited to his job. 


Land Settlement 


Considering this as one means of land 
settlement, it has been pointed out that in 
any such scheme security of tenure is a 
vital matter. This has been provided in the 
ease of the Fordson Societies “é the granting 
of a lease of the land in perpetuity to their 
members. So long as they use the land to 
the best advantage, and are able to pay their 
way, nothing can disturb them in their 
possession of it. The advantages of security 
are too well known to need repeating, but 
when the worker on the land knows that the 
amount of energy and labour he gives to 
his task will be reflected in his own earnings. 
feats and anxieties lest others reap the 
reward of his work will vanish. 

er condition necessary for the 
establishment of a successful land settlement 
scheme is that the land should be in a fit 
condition at the commencement. It would 
be useless to ask a body of men to en- 
deavour to make a living on land overgrown 
with weeds, or land neglected and impover- 
ished for want of manures, or on undrained 
land, likely to become water-logged in wet 
weather. ! io : 
Fordson Co-operative Societies, much time, 
labour and money was expended on draining, 
cleaning and manuring generally to fit the 
various farms for the production vf 
profitable crops. It was only when the 
manager certified that each farm, taken as a 
whole, would be capable of growing that 
it was handed over to the co-operators. Thus, 
each worker knew that he stood a reasonable

chance nut only of earning a fair wage, but, 
if he did his best, a little surplus as well. 

A certain amount of capital on advan- 
tageous terms should be available if a good 
start is to be made. In the case of our 
three groups, after careful calculation, a 
capital sum in the form of a loan repayable 
over a period of 25 years at the rate of 
interest of 4 per cent. per annum, free of 
income tax, was made in each case. The 
sum was sufficient to enable each group to 
buy all the implements they needed, manures, 
seeds, etc., for the first year, and all those 
things necessary to start an enterprise of 
this kind. In a public scheme of this 
character, under Government or Municipal 
control, capital should be made available on 
easy terms and would, in fact, be absolutely 
necessary in the case of those who are with- 
out. means,

“GOOD SEED AND MANURE 
REQUIRED 


These estates, as Mr. George Jones pointed 
out to an J/rish Times representative, are 
chiefly being run as fruit and vegetdble 
farms. These are the best paying crops that 
can be grown in view of the fact that Bore- 
ham js only thirty miles from London, a 
market which is always open to take well- 
grown fruit and vegetables, provided these 
are properly graded and packed. In ad- 
dition, the land is highly suitable for this 
class of cropping. 

““ All parts of the world,’’ said Mr. Jones, 
“will grow something to profit, and it is up 
to us to find out what the land is most suit- 
able for, and will produce best. It is useless 
trying to grow something the land is not 
suitable for growing, ‘and then again, what 
is the use of cultivating crops which the 
public do not want. 


Cropping and Labour 


““One of the most important things in 
cropping is always to buy the best stocks of 
seeds. This is equally as important as 
selecting first class animals for stock-breeding. 
No one can produce good crops from inierior 
seeds and plants. You would not expect to 
breed a Derby winner from a cart horse, 
no matter how good he was, would you: 
And, as for manures—well, you must know 
just what each crops wants to feed on, and 
what will feed and produce the biggest and 
best, quality crop. My advice to —— 
and gardeners is: always buy the best 
manures—they are the cheapest in the end. 

‘With regard tó labour. On this estate, 
we find by experience that best results are 
obtained when gangs are supervised by an 
experienced man, who leads the way, and 
says ‘come on, boys,’ and never go on. 
vs: Farmers must also bring themselves up 
to date in the way of machines and farm 
equipment. This is very essential to cutting 
down the actual costs of production, and this 
means all the difference between profit ahd 
loss. on the farms. 

‘Sugar beet and corn,” he added, “are 
also grown on this land, and both pay, but 
nothing like the other crops. They are 
chiefly grown as a change for the land, and 
to supply the estate with fodder and feeding 
stuffs. ~ We have an average yield of six 
quarters of wheat per acre. As for sugar 
beet, in my opinion, this should be grown 
only within reasonable distance of a factory; 
otherwise your profits go in transport,

Por Kant laughter and pleasure 
in the ridiculous were merely agreeable and 
not esthetic, and no claim was made to 
validity. He defined laughter as an affection 
arising from a strained expectation which 
was suddenly reduced to nothing, the mind 
being cheated and deceived. They must re- 
ject Bergson’s view that laughter was the 
result of a natural mechanism, and was in- 
tended to humiliate the victim in revenge for 
the liberties he had taken with the rules and 
customs of society. The reply to that was 
that laughter should involve the exercise by 
the Br of an esthetic judgment, and this 
was intrinsically valuable apart from any end 
attained by it. 

Only the reasonable being could tangh 
aright. In laughter, as in taste generally, 
they should adopt Kant’s doctrine, that the 
esthetic judgment showed a bearing of the 
practical on the theoretical faculty, so that 
the beautiful was the symbol of the morally 
good. Even in the play of laughter they 
might see the influence of the ideas 
reason; for the laughter of the 
rational being could not be in conflict with 
the moral side. Reason was always in com- 
mand of the situation, and the feeling and

LORD LISTOWEL'S REPLY 


The Earl of Listowel, who was unable to be

The club, which is strictly non-political and 
non-sectarian, has been undergoing prtepara- 
tion for occupation during the past twelve 
months, and it will be run on the principle 
of service in return for help, all payment by 
members being by service, and the standard 
coin a “ tally,” which is the equivalent of 
one hour's service. 

In the clubrooms premises are provided for 
ordinary social club Vite. a well-fitted kitchen, 
storeroom, scullery, main hall, with a seating 
capacity for a large number; a series of work- 
shops where various occupations may 
practised, a barber's shop, a small Jaundry, 
ample sanitary accommodation, and a 
gymnasium with shower bath. The whole 
club has been put in a first-class state of 
repair, and electricity, central heating and 
hot water services have been installed. 

The club is to be managed by the members 
for the members, but general control will be 
exercised by a Board of Governors. It is 
intended not as a cure for unemployment, 
but as a place where time may be pleasurably 
and profitably spent. 


FILLING A MAN’S DAY 


Mr. P. T. Somerville-Large, Chairman of 
the Board of Governors of the Club, who 
presided at, the opening ceremony, outlined 
the history of the undertaking, and stated 
that the work which would be done there 
was intended as being beam to what 
was already being done by other organisa- 
tions. “They were trying to fill the mans 
day instead of his might, and to keep un- 
employed men off the streets, and let them 
see they could do something for themselves. 
The club was not an occupational relief 
centre, as that term was understood in 
England. It was not a place where any 
work would be done which would be in the 
smallest degree competitive with the work 
that was being done by ordinary employed 
men outside, Neither was the club an em- 
ployment exchange, its only object being to 
assist the unemployed in any way they pos- 
sibly could. The club had now been in 
existence’ for about twelve months, and a 
considerable amount of labour had been de- 
voted to it to bring the premises to its 
present state. It was calculated that it 
would take the sum of £2,000 to run the club 
for 1936, and they asked the various public 
bodies to help by guaranteeing them a cer- 
tain proportion of that sum. 

On behalf of the Board of Governors, he 
thanked all the private individuals and in-

THE BELFAST RIOTS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,Some days ago you gave w 
y r columns to the s de- 
vered in Clifton Street Orange Hal fg 

err, 
and as your valued paper has an extensive 
circulation in the Irish Free State and is read 
by a great number of Catholics all over 
Treland—I, a Catholic, am a constant reader 
of your paper—I think it but fair to ask that 
you will give as wide publicity to this reply 
to the Rev. Dean's statements. 

The Dean has been at pains to lay emphasis 
on attacks which, he alleges, were made on 
an Orange procession on the 12th day of July. 
He is reported in your issue of October 30th 
as having said: ‘‘ This year the Orange pro- 
cession in Belfast was as orderly and inoffen- 
sive as ever. The new and dreadful thing 
oceurred of unprovoked attacks, resulting in 
loss of life, being made on it at different parts 
of its route.” On this point may I ask the 
Dean why he has passed over in silence the 
events of the three months preceding the 
12th of July? Is he pretending that he does 


on this date wera mere sms in the series 
of convulsions with which Belfast was afflicted 
from the middle of April last? 

On the 13th of April, three months before 
the 12th of July—-the time from which, 
apparently, the Dean would date the begin- 
mng of the disturbances—a murderous attack 
was made on the life of a Belfast Catholic 
publican in York street; the Protestant gun- 
man was captured and sentenced to three 

ears’ penal servitude by the Lord Chief 

ustice of Northern Ireland, who stated, in 
sentencing him, that, had his murderous 
attack succeeded, it might have led to serious 
trouble breaking out in the city, From this 
date onwards there was, on the part of anti- 
Catholic elements in the city, a campaign to 
intimidate Catholic citizens and to provoke 
them to acts of hostility to their Protestant 
fellow-townsmen. This campaign was in- 
tensified after Jubilee Day, May .6th. It 
comprised of parades of anti-Catholic bands, 
accompanied by jeering and taunting mobs of 
followers, through the streets of the city; 
vicious attacks on individual Catholics; and 
firing into Catholic from Protestant quarters. 
After Ulster Protestant League meetings, on 
May 30th and June 12th, alarming disturb- 
ances broke out in certain parts of the city 
owing to the riotous conduct of anti-Catholic 
mobs passing. Catholic areas. On the 16th 


of June, a Sunday morning, shots were 
‘fired at Catholics going to Mass at 
St. Joseph's Church, Pilot street, near 


the Belfast docks and a Catholic girl was 
wounded. As early as May 9th the Jrish 
News, of Belfast, was able to publish a list 
of the names of the streets from which 
Catholic residents had received notice to 
depart on pain of being forcibly driven from 
their homes; which notices, it is now well 
known, were wantonly and barbarously put 
into effect. These, and many other provoca- 
tive incidents, which lack of space prevents 
me ftom setting forth, were well known to 
the Dean: were, indeed, made remarkably 
well known to him by a Dublin journalist Jn 
the columns of the fria Independent.

Cork or Waterford. In Belfast there were an 
extraordinary number of importers, and they 
were eating their tails off for something to 
do. They had to sell their stuff probably at 
a loss, but they balanced this with a good 
trade in finer timber, such as was used for 
shipping.

Did they think they were serv- 
ing their city if they led to the closing down 
of these great wage-paying concerns? They 
were being shot up a gunmen, their houses 
were in mourning, but they must not sink to 
the level of their attackers.—Yours, etc., 
PapRAic UREGORY.

The Beauty of Ireland 


“We regret to observe,” writes the 
Irish Builder and Engineer, ‘‘ that the 
opening of the new law term at the Four 
Courts has synchronised with a distinct 
slackening of public interest in the activi- 
ties of the-Greater Dublin Tribunal.’’ Not 
very long ago the Tribunal held three or 
four meetings in a week ; now it holds only 
one. Doubtless, the Irish Builder and 
Engineer has hit upon the correct explana- 
tion. We presume that, if the Tribunal’s 
members could find time for frequent 
sessions a few weeks ago, they can. find 
time still; it is the business of the local 
officials who are required to give evidence 
to make time for it; and the cause of the 
trouble must be found in the various 
counsel who are employed by one body or 
another. Barristers are busy men, whose 
labours are of deep concern to themselves 
and to their clients. Nevertheless, the 
welfare of Dublin and its environments is 
too vital a thing to be sacrificed to the con- 
venience of counsel or of anybody else. It 
is most important that the Tribunal’s in- 
quiries shall not be interrupted. There 
are many people who would be glad if the 
conaty’s boundaries were left just as they 
are, and if nothing was done to change the 
existing state of local administration. We 
fear that they will have their desire if 
the Tribunal’s activities are allowed to 
shift into “low gear.” Anything that 
ever has been done in Ireland has been 

the result of enthusiasm and of public 

pressure ; innumerable other things would 

have been done if enthusiasm and pressure 

had not been relaxed. Unless the Tribunal 

finds a means to hold more frequent 

sittings, and to confine its inquiries to the 

really large aspects of the civic problem, 

the people’s interest will begin to wane, 

and the net result will be—status quo. 

We are convinced that the members of the 

Tribunal are anxious to discharge their 

duty under the Greater Dublin Act ‘to the 

full; we believe also that they are the 

best possible men for such a task. It will 

be a thousand pities if anything is allowed 

to disturb or deflect the course of their 

investigations. 

A series of wise and comprehensive 

judgments by the Tribunal will smooth 

away nearly all the obstacles to Dublin’s 

orderly development. If boundaries are 

readjusted in accordance with present-day 

needs, and if an agreement is reached in 

regard to joint services, it will be com- 

paratively easy to apply the Town and 

Regional Planning Act. Without that re- 

organisation the Act cannot be expected to 

ork, and the evils which Mr. Vincent 

Kelly sketched last night before the 

Architectural Association of Ireland will 

be perpetuated—along with other evils. 

The theme of Mr. Kelly’s admirable 

address was the present state of architec- 

ture in Ireland, which he described as 

‘““melancholy."’ Within recent years, 

indeed, a-number of beautiful churches 

have been built in this country ; but how 

many new churches, on the other hand, 

capture the eye only by their ugliness? 

For one attractive house built within the 

last ten years, how many poor copies of 

bad models®have been crected? The 

picturesque, if insanitary, Claddagh has 

been razed to the ground. The buildings 

which have replaced its old white cottages 

are, perhaps, equipped with every modern 

convenience ; but the former beauty of the 

Claddagh is gone. It is not as if beauty cost 

more than ugliness. The trouble is simply 

that people have ceased to care whether a 

house looks well or not, or, if they care, 

that they are too apathetic to do anything 

about it. We agree with Mr. Kelly that 
the architects could help to improve this 

sorry condition of affairs. They have made 

few protests against the debasement of 

town and country ; they have allowed un- 

imaginative public bodies and untrained 
builders to inflict whatever they please 
upon a people which is only too glad to 
get any sort of houses anywhere. Possibly 
the architects are hampered by “ profes- 


sional etiquette.” If so, it is time that 
they should sacrifice scruples and educate 


the national taste. , 
Mr. Kelly is right when he points out 


that the first necessity is to revive the 


| the engineers, 


| quick to follow suit. Manilfestly, the first 


| steps towards the cleansing of Irish taste 


}and the replacement of ugliness by 
decency must be taken by the experts— 
the town-planners, the 
architects. If they press the case for 
orderly development with sufficient ardour, 
the people will understand and will follow 
them, and national pride will take a new 
and concrete form. Speed is essential ; 
for every day’s delay renders the task of 
reform more difficult. We know that 
every engineer and architect in Ireland is 
anxious that the Town and Regional Plan- 
ning Act should be implemented ; and, so 
far as Dublin is concerned, the proper func- 
tioning of that Act depends on the recom- 
mendations of the Greater Dublin 
Tribunal. The Tribunal will be able to 
discharge its duties thoroughly, and with 
success, so long as it is conscious that the 
people are interested; and nobody can 
maintain public interest better than the 
trained engineers and architects. Every 
engineer, naturally, prefers a well-planned 
country and city to an ill-planned, 
higgledy-piggledy country and city ; every 
architect prefers beautiful buildings to 
ugly buildings. It ought not to be hard 
for them to imbue the people with their 
own preferences; and their chance is 
present to-day. If the Greatér Dublin 
Tribunal is so hampered that it cannot 
give an early and far-reaching judgment 
the Planning Act will be killed at birth, 
and we can bid farewell to our hopes of a 
reformed and beautiful land. 


Remembrance Day 


We print in another column a com- 
munication from the Federation of Old 
I.R.A. Associations, which, in our opinion, 
deserves the widest publicity. At the last 
meeting of this body, which is representa- 
tive of .several organisations, a resolution 
was passed calling upon this newspaper 
“ not to publish any picture dealing with 
11th November celebrations.”” This resolu- 
tion is as impertinent as it is peremptory, 
and we are quite sure that the vast 
majority of the Irish people, whatever 
may be their political views, has no 
sympathy of any kind with the attitude 
of mind which it reveals. Remembrance 
Day is celebrated with solemn dignity 
throughout the civilised world. It is a day 
of pride as well as of mourning, and 
friend and foe in the Great War join in 
their tributes to the millions of men who 
lost their lives during four years of bitter 
struggle. Ireland lost fifty thousand of 
her finest sons in that appalling holocaust. 
Those men were no conscripts, who fought 
because they were forced to fight; they 
were volunteers to a man, and they offered 
their lives willingly in a cause which they 
believed to be just. Some years ago, when 
political passions were hot in this courztry, 
regrettable scenes marred the solemnity of 
Remembrance Day ; but we had hoped that 
henceforward those who wished to do 
homage to their dead would be allowed 
to pay their pious tributes #ithout 
hindrance. It seems now that an attempt 
is being made to prevent the Press from 


Remembrance Day ceremonies—in other 
words, to impose an unofficial censorship 
on the newspapers. In Italy and Germany 
such methods of intimidation are common, 
but hitherto we have believed that Ireland 
was a country in which the freedom of 
the Press was respected by all classes. Is 
not the whole business ineffably petty and 


ineffably sad? The Irish Free State is 
the only part of the civilised globe in 


which any body of men would dare to 
raise a protest against the recording of 
a ceremony, the sole purpose of which is 
to honour the memory of the fallen. For 
our part, we would treat the matter with 
contempt, but for the fact that we think 
that the Irish people ought to be informed 
of what is happening in their midst. 
There hardly is a family in this island 
that was not bereaved in some way as a 
result of the war. Surely those who have 
not yet forgotten their dead might be 
allowed to remember taem in peace. 


Irish Fruit 


Irish soil is suitable enough for the 
growing of most kinds of fruit, but the 
broadcast given last night by Mr, J. J. 
Bergin, the Secretary of the Irish Fruit- 
growers’ Association, reminds us how little 
it is used for that purpose. ‘Out of about 
twelve million acres of arable land, less 
than eight thousand are devoted to fruit- 
growing, and the output is so small that 
the great proportion of the Irish house- 
wife’s needs must be supplied from abroad. 
Last year, for example, the Free State 
imported fruit to the total value of 
£1,087,566. A certain amount of this 
total, of course, represents necessary 
imports—such as oranges and nuts—but 
Mr. Bergin calculated that nearly £400,000 
was spent on apples, pears, plums and 
other fruits which could quite easily have 
been produced at home. There is no real 
reason why the Free State should continue 
to import what it can supply for itself, 
and, at first sight, there would seem to be 
no reason why the fruit-growing industry 
should not be able to expand to such an 
extent as to make the imports unneces- 
sary. Certainly, the market exists for it. 
Mr. Bergin holds that it could absorh 
about two and a half times the total of 
the present home production, and that, 
since the demand for home-grown fruit is 
increasing, Irish producers could safely 
treble their output within the next five 
years. Why, then, has not the demand 
created the supply? According to Mr. 
Bergin, there are two main reasons. One 
is that fruit-production is a highly 
technical business, in which, as he says, 
the successful grower “ must combine the 
offices of farmer, businessman and horti- 
culturist."” Apparently the farmers of the 
Free State are not willing to devote so 
much time and trouble to fruit production, 
though their hesitation seems a little

sumption by charging high prices.” He 
had seen Irish-grown plums, he said, sold 
in the market at 3s.

4d. a 
pound, while apples, bought at 4s. a 
barrel, were sold at 9d. for a quarter- 
stone. He did not claim that these 
examples were typical, though he implied 
that retail prices were too high as a 
general rule. The question is a thorny one. 
It must be recognised that retail prices 
always will be noticeably higher than 
wholesale prices—especially where such a 
perishable commodity as fruit is . con- 
cerned. The disparity exists everywhere, 
and Mr. Bergin’s argument depends on 
the question, whether it is greater in 
Ireland than in other countries.

too long nor too loud. Italy is imposing 
a sanction upon us that will precipitate 
a wild wailing in the dovecotes, or, at 
least, in the places where women drink. 
Take a lady—absolutely metaphorically— 
in the lounge bar. Her soul is crying out 
for tea, and one of those nice little cakes 
with icing; but a powerful sense of her 
obligations compels her to receive the 
question, “ What will you have?” with a 
certain sophisticated enthusiasm. She is, 
however, as we are discussing real ladies, 
a more expert connoisseur of tea cakes 
than of the demon rum, and thus her 
answer will be: “DI d like a ‘Gin and 
It.’ ” Experience has revealed that this is 
a known form of intoxicant, and, further, 
that it is not entirely lethal. Her escort 
is notably relieved that she has not put in 
a demand for home-made lemonade, and 
the meeting prospers.

Notwithstanding many 
inquires in the meantime nothing further 
was heard of the measure until it was 
ascertained last evening that when the 

Dail meets to-day a new bill will be on 

the order paper for introduction by Mr. 

Lemass, under the title of the Insurance 

Bill, 1935. This will “‘mean;. presumably, 

that the house will be asked to discharge 

the 1934 bill and take the new measure in 
its place. 


MODIFICATIONS INDICATED 


It is not possible, of course, to say what 
changes of policy have taken place in the 
absence of the texts of either measure, but 
the titles of the bills imdicate certain 
modifications. The title of the bill to be 
introduced to-day is as follows:— 

é“ The Insurance Bill, 1935.—A bill 
entitled an Act to make further and 
better provision in relation to 
assurance business and persons carry- 
ing on that business or any branch 
thereof; to make provision for the 
formation and registration of a com- 
pany having for its principal object 
the reinsurance of insurance business, 
and to make provision for other 
matters connected with “the matters 
aforesaid.’’ 

The bill introduced by Mr. Lemass in 
December last contemnlated something 
different, inasmuch as * '' authorised the 
establishment and maintenance of a 
system of reinsurance by the State.” — 
“Persons engaged in insurance business 
were greatly interested in the fact that the 
new bill is at last to make its appearance, 
and they were especially concerned as to 
the scope of the measure. In the absence 
of the text of the bill there was no authori- 
tative information. It is assumed that 
the original intention to set up a State in- 
stitution. for the purposes of reinsurance 
will now be replaced by an outside com- 
pany with Government. backing. Reinsur- 
ance is now done on a general co-operative 
basis, and this involves a certain amount 
of money going out of the country. The 
new arrangement will, it is thought, en- 
deavour to retain as much of this as 
possible at home. It is assumed in some 
quarters that the new company will be 
somewhat on the lines of the company 
which operates the new Irish sugar 
factories. The Irish companies are 
naturally hopeful that the new legislation 
will give an impetus to their business. 

It is understood that the draft of the bill 


will be in the hands of deputies during the 
coming week.

THE CASE OF EGAN 


Mr. Basil McGuckin, K.C., appealed to 
the judge to deal as leniently as possible 
with Egan. His client, he said, had given 
thirty-five years’ service to the firm of 
Messrs. Lee, during thirty years of which 
he had been a loyal, keen and honest 
servant. Unfortunately this lapse had 
occurred, and he was in a terrible posi- 
tion to-day, with his life work gone, his 
health undermined, and, so far as finance 
was concerned, his salary gone. 
Mr. E. Se Robinson, speaking on behalf 
of Messrs. Lee, referred to Egan’s long 
and honourable association with the firm. 
He had entered it as an humble assistant, 
and by hard work and efficiency had won 
promotion and the confidence and trust of 
his employers. When the firm became a 
limited company he was appointed a 
director by the late Mr. Edward Lee. His 
clients asked him to assure the judge that 
‘for four-fifths of his years with the firm he 
gave industrious and faithful service. 
Messrs. Lee wished this to be taken into 
account, and that he fell from grace only 
in comparatively later years. 
Judge Shannon said it was distressing to 
have before him a man of Mr. Egan’s posi- 
tion, but he would be unfair to the busi- 
ness community of this country were he to 
allow him to go unpunished. He had im- 
pressed him most unfavourably in the 
witness box, ahd had brought unwarranted 
charges against Poland and Sheil, trying 
to throw the blame upon them. The least 
sentence that he could impose was one of 
eighteen months’ imprisonment on each 
count, to run concurrently, with such 
labour as was suitable to his health. 
As some appreciation of the services 
given by the jury in the hearing of the 
case the judge recommended that they be 
spared from jury service-for the next five 
years. 
The judge. also commended Inspector 
Wyer and Detective Officers James Brady, 
J. J. Houlihan, Denis O’Brien and Joseph 
Madden for their conduct of the case.

HERE is no falling off in the activity 
of the British 'electoral campaign. 
In a letter to the National. Government 
candidate for North Hackney, Mr. Baldwin 
yesterday proclaimed his faith in demo- 
cratic government, and expressed.the view 
that Fascism, or dictatorship in any form, 
could come only through, a. breakdown of 
the present democratic system. Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald, in a message broad- 
cast from Newcastle, summcd up the 
Opposition’s claims by saying that the men 
who would not face the responsibility of 
warding off the crisis of 1931 now asked 
to be trusted with the responsibility of 
bringing on a new one. Mr, Lloyd George 
urged that, in the interests of the nation 
and of peace, all parties should insist upon 
the Government’s grappling firmly with 
“the two great monsters of modern 
civilisation — growing armaments and 
abnormal unemployment.”’ , 

Mr. Macdonald, in the course of his 
broadcast, described the National Govern- 
ment’s policy as one of business expansion 
and progressive reiorm. Appealing for a 
continuance of support for the Govern- 
ment, he declared that the nation could 
not go back to a political condition when 
everything proposed by one side had to be 
opposed by the other. 

The reduction in the unemployment 
figures he said, must be tarried still 
further. The grandiose plan of the 
Opposition, however, will increase’ rather 
than reduce unemployment by damaging 
national credit and increasing national un- 
productive expenditure. : 

The general ‘attitude of the Opposition 
is to get the sympathy of all the moral 
forces of the country by giving them to 
understand that the Opposition are pre- 
pared to act the policeman wherever there 
is wrong done in the world, and at the 
same time they try to please the forces of 
peace by refusing to spend the money on 
equipment which would inevitably be 
brought into play.
